Luevanos served as a reference 
librarian for three years at El Paso 
Community College in El Paso, 
Texas. During that time (1975- 
1978) the college was completely 
bilingual she said. For every class 
that was offered in English, there 
was a class taught in Spanish. 

Santa Ana College does not 
offer a bilingual program, with the 
exception of a bilingual secretarial 
class. It does, however, teach 
English as a Second Language 
where students must speak 
English. : 

Which method works best? 

There is no sure answer. Not 
everyone agrees on all aspects of 
ESL or bilingual education. 
' “If'you’re'six years old, and you 
speak flyent Vietnamese, and you 
don’t speak English at all, to walk 
into the first grade or kindergarten 
and.to think that you, as that six- 
year-old, are going to learn to read 
and write English when you don’t 
even speak English to begin with, is 
just a whale of a task,” said Dr. 
William Wenrich, president of 
SAC. 

His opinion differed when 
viewing the situation. from the 
perspective of adult education. 

“For adults, it seems to me, 
there’s a whole different situation. 


_ Again, the goal for people coming 


into this country should be to learn 
to read and write English. It’s the 
functional language, and we’ve got 
to learn it to be successful. . 

“And it seems, assuming they 
have some literacy in their own 
language, whatever it is, that you 
ought to deal principally on the 
English language side, and that’s, 
of course, what we do with our 
ESL curriculum.”

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Television courses at some surrounding 
community colleges have been reviewed 
due to faculty criticism that certain classes 
were not academically equitable to their 
classroom standards. 

At SAC, however, if this controversy 
exists, it is not apparent. 

Sources indicated that at -Coastline 
College, the problem may be rooted in 
political factors rather than the concern 
over televised classes. 

A televised English class was accused of 
allowing students to slide by with high 
grades without learning as much material as 
the same offered on campus. 

Some of the instructors involved with 
SAC’s program feel that participating in 
television courses is difficult, and students 
generally receive lower grades. 

“The televised biology course is as 
challenging and covers at least “as much 
material as does the Biology 109 class 
offered on campus,” commented instructor 
Dan Goldmann, 

Each semester, SAC Offers between nine 
and 14 courses via television. These courses 
are considered to be part of the basic 
academic curriculum and are transferable to 
four-year institutions. 

The schedule of subjects available 
through television is developed by the 
Consortium of Community College 
Television. For the purpose of consistency 
within the course, this organization not only 
prepares the lecture series to be viewed, but 
supplies the necessary books. 

“The offering of television schedules is not 
uniform to existing colleges,” stressed Dean 
Lee Layport of Social Science. Once 
Layport receives the information regarding 
ptfogramming from the Consortium, it is 
discussed with constituent members at 
SAC for recommendation. If deemed 
worthwhile, then the particular classes are 
admitted into the program. This also gives 
them the opportunity to review credit value 
concerning units to be granted per class. 
The classes are under the guidance of full 
time instructors on the SAC campus. This 
enables students to keep in touch with them 
through office hours if it becomes necessary 
to do so. 

Students are required to view lectures via 
television and to come to the campus for test 
purposes. Depending on the _ individual 
class, students may also be responsible for 
.completing term papers, partaking in 
discussion sessions or attending a lab. The 
lectures: are also contained on tape in the 
library. 

Whether it exists as a fallacy or not, 


television courses are not usually associated _ 


with scholarly efforts. Though criticism as 
such has been directed towards the 
program at other community colleges, SAC 


instructors have not openly expressed 
similar grievances, but quite the contrary in 
some cases. 

“Teachers demand the same écealence 
in terms of test grades or term papers as 
they would within the classroom,” said 
history instructor Ayaz Yusuf. 

Yusuf conducted a History 120 class on 
TV. He claims that the televised version is 
“much more difficult due to lack of 
feedback.” Those enrolled in his television 
section did not do as well as those in the 
classroom. Out of 200 students in the TV 
class, only one received an A grade. At least 
55 percent of those students finished in the 
below average range with D’s or F’s. 

“The course is not designed to make it 
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Television courses meet standards 


easier, but it’s designed for those who + 


cannot come to campus,” remarked 
Goldmann. There are 36 tectures taped for 
the biology class and, because each one is 
different, new concepts and terminology are 
continuously being introduced, 

“It is difficult because there are more 
topics dealt with. And self-motiviation is 
necessary‘ in order for an individual to 
succeed,” added Goldmann. 

“It is not designed as an opportunity for 
students to get an easy A. I think it is fair as 
far as grading is concerned,” said Jose 
Espinosa, history instructor. 

Espinosa did, however, suggest a 
drawback in the situation concerning the 
“lack of control” an instructor has in 


> 


conducting .a television course. He 
estimated that “75 to 80 percent are working 
people, and arrangements have to be made 
for administration of tests which creates not 
oniy the problem of a time factor, but an 
excess of paperwork.” 

According to Layport, the TV classes are 
“the same as a campus class except that 
they are offered by a different mode.” He 
points out that it is important that students 
who participate through television should be 
“self-reliant and have the ability to follow 
up.” 

Though Layport did not have the 
statistics on hand, he said, “It appears that 
the percentage range of grades is lower in 
the television courses.” 


Deadline for dropping classes

A large number of students will be taking 
advantage of today’s last chance to drop a 
class and still receive a W instead of a regular 
letter grade. 

Tomorrow is the final day to withdraw 
from classes which meet on Saturdays. 

Students drop some or all of their courses 
for a number of reasons, according to Dr. 
Harold Bateman, the dean of Admissions 
and Records. 

Two of the primary causes he listed are a 
job transfer or other changes in employment 
and family responsibilities. 

“There will be a lot of people coming in (to 
drop) because they haven’t been attending 
properly or staying up on their course 
work,” he said. “They figure now is the time 
to make a move. That, however, is a minor 
percentage, interestingly enough.” 

Bateman also pointed out that those 
particular figures could be deflated because 


many students won’t admit that they cannot | 


handle the class. “Not too many people,” he 
said, “are going to say they can’t do i 
work.” 

One of the results of the policy — iGhick 
was only implemented last fall — is a decline 
in the overall grade point average (G.P.A.) of 
students attending SAC. 

Prior to that semester, students were able 
to drop classes up to the first day of finals 
and still receive a W. 

According to a Rancho Santiago 
Community College District report on the 
subject, the G.P.A. was 2.83 at the end of the 


Fall, 1980 semester. It deteriorated to 2.69 
by Fall, 1981. 

During that same period of time, W 
grades declined from 38 percent to 31 
percent. Meanwhile, below average marks 
increased from 3 percent to 7 percent. 

One of the primary reasons the drop day 
date was advanced, was to satisfy state 
Legislature’s demand to decrease the 
number of students withdrawing from 
classes late into the semester. 

Community college districts receive 
funding based upon a unit of measure 
known as Average Daily Attendance 
(A.D.A.). 

“The state jumped all over, mainly the 
four-year colleges, about turning in an 
inordinate amount of withdraws at the end 
of the semester,” according to political 
science instructor Gary Teigen. 

“In the meantime, they (the-colleges) had 
collected all the A.D.A. 

“This was sort of a compromise between 
getting full A.D.A. reimbursement with a lot

of W’s, versus losing a lot of it,” he 
continued. 

While Bateman discounted the possibility 
of advancing the drop day even earlier, 
Teigen would like to see that come to pass. 

“1 don’t think it makes much sense to 
make it 14 weeks into the semester,” Teigen 
said.

Students being offered 
chance to study abroad

Despite the economic crunch, ample interesting and exciting 
educational opportunities are available for SAC students. One such 
opportunity is offered by The Rotary Foundation. 

The club, whose main objective is to “further international 
understanding and friendly relations between peoples of different 
countries,” is offering scholarships to students of 157 countries, affording 
them the chance to study in another country for one academic year while 
all their necessary expenses are met. 

The awards, which range in monetary value from $12,000 to $15,000, 
are distributed according to five categories. 

The’ Graduate Scholarship requires that the applicant hold a 
bachelor’s degree or the equivalent prior to the date the award begins. 

The Undergraduate Scholarship (most applicable to SAC students) is 
offered to those who have completed a least two years of university level 
study but have not received a bachelor’s degree. This category also has 
an added restriction, the-applicant must be unmarried. 

The Vocational Award is offered to those who have been employed in a 
vocation full-time for at least two years, as well as being “at least a 
secondary school graduate.” 

The fourth category is awarded to a “teacher of the handicapped.” 
Candidates must have been engaged as a full-time teacher of the 
mentally, physically, or educationally handicapped for at least two years. 

The last scholarship awarded is in the field of journalism, demanding 
completion of secondary education as well as two years full-time 
employment in the field. 

All of the scholarships have added prerequisites, including, high 
standards in academic studies, qualities in leadership, initiative, and, 
perhaps the most restrictive, proficiency in a foreign language of the 
study country assigned. Intensive language training in the country prior 


to the beginning of the academic year may also be included in the award. . 


Countries chosen in the past include Israel, Germany, France and 
England, to name but a few. Preference is given to students who choose 
to study in a country where the native language is different from their 
own. 

SAC graduate Debbie Dumon was chosen for the 1981- 1982 award 
and will return from studying in London on Dec. 23. Stated George 
Herron, representative for the Rotary, “She enjoyed it so much, she 
elected to extend her stay.” 

Herron also pointed out that the club is looking for quality. “We are 
seeking someone who-is top of the class, who can speak and 


communicate well, both in English and in the language of the chosen- 


country.” 

States Patti Vaughn, coordinator Community Relations/Scholarships 
for SAC, “It’s superior to any scholarship offered here.” 

“This is the main fund raising project for the Rotary,” related Herron, 
“and we can afford to be very choosy picking someone to represent not 
only our club, but, in fact, our country.”

Russell Hall against water threat’

The first step of a $75,000 major 
maintenance project on Russell 
Hall, of which SAC will be 
financially responsible for half, is 


~ now under way. 


“The purpose of the project is to 


_weatherproof the exterior of the 


building, as it is a steel-framed 
building and there are ‘cracks (in 
the stucco coating) along the 
corners,’ explained Vern 
Armstrong, SAC’s dean of 
Planning. 

Currently, the four corners of 


the building are being resurfaced . 


and decorative pilasters are being 
added to make the _ building’s 
appearance correspond with 
other buildings on campus. 

Although all structures of this 
type crack over a period of time as 
they settle, the main concern for 
Russell Hall was to prevent 
existing cracks from getting any 
larger, allowing possible water 
damage. 

At this time, the cracks permit 
water to seep into the stairwells, 
but there is some potential for 
floor, carpet and electrical system 


~ damage, eventually. 


“It was no major emergency, but 
the state has inaugurated a major 
maintenance program through 
which they pick up half the cost,” 
Armstrong said. “We probably 
wouldn’t have done it if we as to 
pay for it all.” 

According to members of the 
construction crew performing the 
repairs, there was no structural 
damage, but the cracks could pose 
the threat of water seepage. 

The entire scope of the project 
includes not only resurfacing the 
corners and adding the pilasters, 
but the digging out of cracks, 
resurfacing and the addition of a 
textured coating around the entire 
exterior of the building. 

The pilasters will serve a dual 
purpose. It will work as a 
waterproofing measure at the

corners, and add to the 
appearance of the building. 
“Over the years, there’s been a 
crack as a result of two different 
materials coming together at the 


_ corners, SO in order to waterproof 


this crack, we're putting an 
expansion column on the corners 
which will be waterproof stucco,” 
said Director of Operations and 
Maintenance, Bill Carnahan. 

Russell Hall was built in 1966, 
and has had trouble with water 
leakage for many years, but has 
received no treatment. 

“They’ve been trying for 10 
years to figure out how to seal that 


crack without covering it up. So 
they came up with the columns, or 
pilasters, to make it kind of match 
the other columns on campus and 


-to seal it as well,” Carnahan 


explained. 

The. assistance by the state 
seems to have been the key factor 
in going ahead with this project, 
which will require several months 
work. 

“It’s been getting worse by the 
years, and we had to do 
something, so it was decided to do 
it all at one time and make the 
building look like new,’’ 
commented Carnahan.

Vacation is almost here, and SAC 
students smile about the coming 
season. 

Many on campus will think of 
the traditional American way of 
celebrating the holiday, with 
Santa, Christmas trees, gift giving, 
caroling -- the celebration of the 
birth of Jesus Christ. Then, of 
course, there’s New Years. But 
wait. Not everyone on campus 
celebrates this way. As a matter of 
fact, some don’t even have a 
Christmas, but all have a New 
Year holiday. 

For SAC art major Irene 
Eisenbach, the holiday season will 
be very different. A Polish Jew, she 
came to the United States in 1973. 

In December she celebrates the 
Jewish equivalent of Christmas -- 
Chanukah. This holiday is eight 
days long and commemorates the 
victory of Judas Maccabaeus over 
the Syrians. To honor the 
relighting of the temple back then, 
each evening of the eight-day 
festival, one more candle is lit in 
the candelabrum. This is a time of 
joy >when the Jews recall the 
rescue of their ancestors from 
oppression. 

On this holiday, the children 
also receive presents. When they 
are younger, they get little ones 
every day, but when they are 
older,they are given one large gift. 

Talking of her years in Poland as 
a child, Eisenbach revealed, “My 
parents did it (celebrated) more 
for religious reasons. I do it more 
for tradition.” 

According to Eisenbach, “We 
don’t consider this one of our 
holier holidays, no one stops work, 
we just celebrate at night.” 
Families will have Chanukah 
parties and invite friends. “It is an 
excuse for getting together,” she 
related. 

In Sweden the holiday season 
starts off uniquely. December 13 is 
known as Santa Lucia Day. Early 
in the morning, before sunrise, the 
children of the house (especially 
girls) dress up in white gowns, 
carrying candles, and sing carols. 
Santa Lucia is the goddess of light. 
They sing to her and ask her to 
bring light back because 
December is the darkest month of 
the year in Scandanavia.

| years ago. Although she now 


celebrates Christmas the “typical 


remembers participating in such 
rituals as Santa Lucia. 

Sweden celebrates Christmas 
much the same as here. On the 
evening of Dec. 24, gifts are 
opened. “Christmas Day, because 
we do not have a Thanksgiving, we 
eat a lot,” Bengtsson revealed. A 
number of special foods can 
always be found, such as pickled 
-herring and Pepparkakor, a meat 
dish which is cooked in broths. 
Also to be found is Knack, a 
chewey caramel candy made only 
at Christmas. 

In Taiwan the biggest winter 
holiday is the Chinese New Year. 
SAC students Min Chung Ho and 
Shih Hung relate with enthusiasm 
how the holiday event is 
celebrated in their country. 

It all begins on New Year’s Eve, 
which is Dec. 30 on the Chinese 
Calendar. Families gather for a 
meal and play games and talk 
afterwards. 

People don’t go to bed that night 
until 12 or 1 a.m. They are, as Ho 
explained, “watching the night of 
the end of the year go by, they 
want to hold onto the last minutes 
of the old year.” When the new 
year does come, they set off fire 
crackers which are supposed to 
scare off an evil animal that comes 
every New Years. 

Then, on New Year’s Day, the 
older people give the younger 
people money in red envelopes. 
This gift symbolizes, according to

Ho, “something to prevent you 
from getting old.” 

But this is only the beginning. 
Their New Year holiday festival 
lasts 15 days. There is no work at 
this time, and people get together 
and do whatever they want. 

But of course this has to come 
to anend, and it does. On Jan. 1, of 
the Chinese calendar, the people 
go ‘out to parks at night with 
lanterns. This symbolizes the end 
of celebration. 


American way here,” she fondly~ 


Ho, a computer science major 
and Hung, a math major, celebrate 
the holiday differently since 
coming to America, though, 
“About all we can do is gather for 
New Year’s Eve dinner,” said 
Hung. 


There is actually a country that 
celebrates the 12 Days of 
Christmas. In England the holiday 
officially starts on Christmas Eve 
and goes on for 12 days. This is in 
name only, though. It simply 
means that decorations are kept 
up for this amount of time. 


There are two holidays which 
the nation celebrates. These are 
Christmas Day and the day after, 
which is known as Boxing Day. 
Originally, the rich would give 
leftovers to the poor on this day. 
Now, though, everyone “just 
relaxes from the day before,” 
laughed Iris Kay, a clerk in SAC’s 
Continuing Education Depart- 
ment. 


On Christmas Eve, the children 
hang stockings for Father’ 
Christmas to fill. In the toes of 
each stocking, he leaves a coin for 
good luck. Presents are opened on 
the morning of Dec. 25. That day 
they have a big Christmas dinner 
with old favorites such as turkey 
with chestnut stuffing and mince 
pies. 

Chnam Tmei is Cambodian for 
New Year’s Day. This country 
celebrates a three=day holiday 
beginning April 14. Noreth Men, a 
SAC computer science major, 
came here almost three years ago. 
Although she doesn’t celebrate 
her country’s new year here, in 
Cambodia she did. 

On the first day of the new year, 
each family makes special food 
and brings it to the monks in the 
Buddhist temple. Right before 
noon, the monks pray to the gods 
and then they eat while the people 
watch. By giving the food to the 
monks, the people are presenting 
it to their ancestors. After the 
monks finish feasting, the people 
eat. 

Next, the oldest monk tells tales 
about Buddha before he became a 
god. 


Usually on the third day, the 
people return to the temple with 
sand. They all put it in a pile to 
form a pyramid. Then holding 
flaming torches, the people follow 
the monks, who pray to the god 
as they all circle the formation 
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Uniquecustomscelebrate season 


: three times. At the end of 
this ritual, they stick the torches 
into the sand. 
In Jamaica Christmas is 
celebrated with a big festival. 
There are marches and parades in 
the streets. “It is a community 
thing,” according to SAC 
chemistry major Lloyd Grant. 
Although he celebrated the 
holiday in his home land, Grant no 
longer recognizes. Christmas 
because he believes that God 


wants us to celebrate Christ’s. 


death, not his birth, and that in 
actuality, Jesus was not born in 
winter anyway. 

“Christmas is a lot of fun in 
Jamaica,” Grant said. It is for the 
general public. Streets are blocked 
off and a bunch of people gather, 
mingle and dance.” 

India’s new year, Ugadi, is in the 
month of March. On this day, the 
people enact a ritual in which they 
eat a spoonful of Neem, a flower of 
a plant that symbolizes sorrow. 
They mix this with sugar, which 
stands for joy.

According to Rajeswari 
Prabhama, a SAC computer 
science major, this mixture means 
that life is a combination of joy and 
sorrow. 

By performing this ritual, the 
people are worshipping God and 
asking him to help them through 
the bad aspects of life. 

Prabhama is Hindu. She said 
that “India has every aspect of 

“race, creed or religion, and they 
worship a whole bunch of different 
gods. There are many sub- 
divisions. Every community 
celebrates its own festival.” 

Maria Stoneham’s Christmas is 
now “completely Americanized. 
There are no Dutch customs left. 

“In Holland Christmas is 
religious,” related the vice- 
president of SAC’s International 
Students Organization. People go 
to mass, and then they go home 
and have a breakfast consisting of 
a roll with sausage. For dinner they 
always serve rabbit made in wine 
sauce, and relatives visit. 


“After all these years, I still hate 
Christmas here,” she admitted. 
“I’m no longer religious, but I still 
remember Christmas as_ being 
something beautiful and peaceful. 
Here I feel no peace when I go to 
buy gifts.” 

She believes that “giving each 
other gifts is a waste. We should 
buy presents and go give them to 
someone else who needs them 
more. Most of the time, we give to 
the people who need the least. 
What about the people in nursing 
homes? We don’t think about 
them.” 

Doan Dong Bui is a Catholic 
from Vietnam who is studying 
engineering for design here at 
SAC. 

Giang Sinh is the name for 
Christmas in Vietnamese. At this 
time, they celebrate Christ’s birth. 
At midnight on Christmas Eve 
they exchange gifts. Also at this 
time, the young people “circulate 
and visit friends,” according to 
Bui. 

On Christmas Day, the people 


‘go visiting once again and have a 


big meal. 

This country also has a-new year 
celebration which is in February. 
On New Year’s Day, the young 
give gifts to the old people. In turn, 
the elders give “lixi” to the youth. 
This is money in an envelope. 

Bui explained that “if you get a 
lot of money you are happy and 
lucky, but if you just get a little, you 
are still very happy for what you 
got.” 

Esmail Nabavian, who now 
works in SAC’s Learning Center, 
hasn’t celebrated the new year 
since moving to this country. But 
when he lived in Iran, he ushered in 
the occasion quite differently than 
we do here. f 

Just minutes before Now Ruz 
(the new year.and also the 
beginning of spring) the Iranian 
people place an egg on a mirror 
which is facing up on a table and 
the countdown begins. When the 
new year arrives, the egg rolls a 
little, the people then hug and the 
elders receive gifts. 

This ritual comes from an 
ancient Iranian legend that the 
earth’s axis rotates on the horns of 
a bull. Everytime a new year 
begins, the bull tosses the earth 
from one horn to another. This is 
done so gently, however, that only 
the fragility of a mirror and egg can 
detect it. 

It is likely that a parent taps the 
table to make the egg roll, but that 
it actually does move, is believed in 
as much by children there as 
Santa Claus is here.

Tchaikovsky's traditional ballet to grace Phillips Hall

The young dancers giggled and whispered cheerfully to each other. 
Amidst the bustling excitement, a voice sharply calls, “Act proud! Don’t 
run out staring at your feet.” 

The giggling stops and the students emerge, heads: held high, toes 
pointed gracefully, while they flawlessly practice the steps to 
Tchaikovsky’s ballet, The Nutcracker. 

The Villa Park School of Ballet/Dance will once again present this 
traditional Christmas program at SAC, under the artistic direction of 
Jonette Rettig. She points out, “I’m very hard on my students because I 
love them, because I see their talent and I want to bring it out.”

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School funds spent 
on unneeded work 


The administration is giving Russell Hall a;$75,000 facelift. With 
economic problems abounding and tuition rearing its ugly head 
over by financial horizons, the one question which must be asked 
is, why? 

Santa Ana College is currently under the thumb of a $3 million- 
plus deficit, while it is also engaged in a growth policy pursuant to 
the establishment of an Orange Canyon Campus. 

This also at a time when state aid is in swift decline and drastic 
cuts are being made in a number of teaching programs. 

According to SAC President Dr. William Wenrich, the project 
is a “facelift” to repair “facade cracks.” 

Vernon Armstrong, dean of Planning and Development, states 
that the main goal of the project was a “matter of keeping the 
water from seeping in.” He said this in reference to the rainwater 
known to seep into the cracks in the stucco covering of the 
building. 

He did say that the edifice, which he described as being “entirely 
steel frame,” is not in any immediate structural danger. 

If there is no immediate danger, then why couldn’t the project 
have waited for better times? 

A more pressing repair problem could have been found in the 
library, where the mechanical periodical shelves have stood idle 
since April and have only now been repaired (although one shelf 
still waits). The delay was due to “a staffing problem,” as librarian 
Rolland Boepple put it. 

Wenrich stated that this project is being funded partially on the 
local level and partly with state funds. This means that not only is 
district money being spent, but that an already deficit-ridden state 
budget is being drained even further, though by a comparatively 
trivial amount. 


While ‘el Don feels that money spent on renovation and 
maintenance is usually money well spent (the Hammond Hall 
project’of a year ago is one example, in addition to the placement 
of:more cost efficient lighting fixtures), we must say that the 
Russell Hall project is one which could, and therefore should, 
have been put off until better times. :

Dense pack plan plays. 


with untested theory 


Many people are questioning the Reagan administration’s latest 
basing plan for the MX missile. 

Critics ask how we can spend $26.4 billion on a system whose 
effectiveness is based on a hypothetical chain of events. 

Even Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger admitted that it 
was possible for the Soviet Union to develop a method of 
destroying the MX missiles in their dense pack. 

This entire new basing plan for the MX is constructed on the 


foundation of fratricide. This concept is the mutual missile - 


annihilation that would supposedly occur if Soviet warheads hit 
the dense pack field. 

IBM physcist Richard Garwin said, “Fratricide may well be true, 
but it is irrelevant because it can be defeated.” 

The Soviets could avoid fratricide by dropping a single 
warhead at a time, at a rate of one every 20 seconds. They could 
also explode warheads for several hours over the dense pack silos 
to trap the missiles under a blanket of floating radioactive gases. 
Or they could develop missiles that would penetrate into the earth 
and explode underground to knock out the MX missiles in their 
silos. 

Nobel Physicist Charles Townes has questioned whether it is 
possible to harden MX silos sufficiently to protect the closely 
spaced missiles. x 

Spending money on an anti-ballistic missile (ABM) system that 
would shoot down incoming Soviet inter-continental ballistic 
missiles (ICBMs) seems more practical than the dense pack plan. 
The MX could replace Minuteman missiles in their current silos 

and be protected by an ABM umbrella. 

At the present time, if the U.S.S.R. decided to launch an SS-20, 
all we could do would be to wait for it to arrive and then retaliate 
with our own ICBMs. 

The survivability of our deterrence capability would be greatly 


increased by an ABM system.

From 
a student’s point of view, please 
consider the following: 

1) The start of school in late 
August is extremely inconvenient 
for parents of school-age children. 

2) Completion of finals before 
the holiday break may imply a 
lessening of academic pressure in 
December. In fact, the pre-holiday 
pressures will occur consecutive 
with pre-final exam pressures, 
making early December more 
stressful than it is presently. 

3) The one-month interval 
between semesters creates a 
momentum gap that makes the 
return to school in the spring even 
more difficult than the “lame duck” 
period after the holidays. Physical 
education and dance _ students 
especially suffer with such a long 
break.

In October, a bill was 
introduced by Senator 
Ken Maddy proposing 
Community Colleges 

_impose a $100 tuition 
fee for students by next 
fall. The proposal was 
scrubbed.

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Brown sour

Myrond Brown is very bitter. 

After Rolland Todd, the winningest basketball coach in 
SAC history resigned last year, Brown felt he would be the 
next head coach. He applied for the position thinking he had 
the inside track. ‘ 

He had been the assistant basketball coach for almost 10 
years under two very successful coaches, Todd and Bill 
Oates. He had been offered the job five years ago prior to 
Todd. And he was recommended by Todd to succeed the 
Don coach, according to Brown. 

Brown was not accepted. 

Dana Pagett was hired as SAC 
basketball coach. 

Myrond Brown is black. 

“With all the qualifications I 
have,” Brown said, “ifI were white 
there would be no question that I 
would be the basketball coach 
right now. 


“I don’t think my being black was the only reason! was not 
hired as basketball coach, but I think it was a major 
contributing factor in the decision. 


“When I went to the committee, it seemed the decision 
had already been made.” 


Athletic Director Roger Wilson was the chairperson on 
the original department committee which interviewed all the 
applicants that passed the paper screening process. He said 
Brown had been treated fairly by the committee. 


“Myrond is very disappointed,” Wilson said. “I can 
understand that. I don’t know how to answer something like 
that (Brown’s allegations). 


“Athletics does not see colors. We are not like that. Any 
person who is.turned down for a job is going to be unhappy 
about the outcome.” 


Wilson, who has been athletic director for two years, 
served as the affirmative action representative and was 
responsible to make sure affirmative action ideas were 
followed. Brown said that trying to do both jobs at once is a 
conflict of interest. 


“I think there should have been somebody else there to 
make sure about the affirmative action aspect of the 
committee. I think it would have made the decision easier to 
accept,” Brown said. 


Neal Rogers, vice-president of Student Affairs, said every 
member of the administration has had in-service training in 
the ideas and procedures of handling affirmative action in 
each committee.

According to SAC’s hiring policy, an applicant has the 
right to ask for specific reasons why he/she was not hired for 
a position. Those who are not satisfied with a response from 
a chairperson have the right, according to Assembly Bill 803, 
to formally complain to the administration. 

Rogers said that a look at SAC’s 
past hiring performances should 
prove that affirmative action is 
working at Santa Ana College. He 
said that over the years, the 
affirmative action program has 
changed at SAC. Before, he said, 
there would be one separate 
person in each committee as the 
affirmative action representative. 
Now the chairperson makes 
sure that affirmative action is implemented. 


“Affirmative action only works if you want it to,” Rogers 
said. “It starts at the top with the Board of Trustees andruns 
down the line.” 5 


“I don’t.think that anybody would be satisfied with any 
answer,” Wilson said. “Every one of us feels we are the best 
person for the job. 


“The committee felt it made a good choice. It felt it had 
picked the best person for the job. 


“That is one of the many aspects of athletics and 
coaching.

Soccer takes second 


Efren Miranda MVP in conference

The SAC soccer team ended the season tied for second place with 
Golden West. Entering the final day of conference play, however, the 
Dons needed a win to remain in competition for| second place honors. 

SAC defeated Mt. San Antonio 2-1, while the Rustlers lost to Cerritos 
4-0 to leave the two teams deadlocked in conference. The Dons ended 
the season with a 5-4-1 record, improving on last year’s tally of 3-4-5 and 
fourth place finish in league. : 

Coach Kevin Bove said, “We improved tremendously from last year, 
and the difference was that we scored 23 more goals than last season. 

“Even though I set my goal very high, I am pleased with what my team 
did this year. I feel very optimistic about next year because most of this 
year’s players are coming back, and they ‘have the desire to win the 
championship,” Bove went on. 

With the exception of Orlando Nova, Efren Miranda and Rafael 
Cantuna, all players will be returning. 

Nova played for the Dons two seasons and he was named the most 
valuable player on the squad, while Miranda was selected as the South 
Coast Conference most valuable player. 

“At the beginning, nobody thought we were going to finish in one of the 
top three places,” Nova said. “We could’ve won the conference, but we 
lost the crucial games against Orange Coast College (first in conference). 
Sometimes it was bad luck, inexperience or because we played like 
infants against the more experienced teams.” 


Nova reported that he was offered a scholarship to play for Los- 


Angeles State University, but as of now he remains undecided on his 
future. 

The Dons also placed Manuel Montoya, Cantuna and Raul Rodriguez 
on the all-conference first team. Mid-fielder Cantuna led the squad with 
seven assists, while Montoya led the team in scoring with 11 goals. 

The SAC team also won the Consolation Championship of the Desert 
which improved the overall record to 9-7-2.
